Report  of  School  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  School  District  of  Gilmanton  : 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  School  District  your 
School  Board  appointed  Mr.  Charles  A.  Breck,  M,  A., 
Supervisor  of  the  schools  of  the  district.  We  find  him  a 
conscientious,  active,  efficient  and  progressive  officer  and 
a  valuable  aid  in  broadening  and  perfecting  our  school 
system.  Acting  upon  a  policy  outlined  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  School  District,  the  School  Board  and  the 
Supervisor  in  full  accord  have  pursued  the  purposes  under- 
stood by  the  district  for  the  past  year.  It  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  the  schools  have  made  unusual  progress  and 
along  the  beginnings  of  new  lines  that  promises  to  end 
successfully. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Supervisor  will  show 
much  improvement  of  the  school  houses,  school  supplies 
and  in  other  directions  especially  in  matter  and  manner  of 
teaching.  We  concur  with  Mr.  Breck  in  commending  the 
work  done  by  Mrs.  Lloyd  in  the  development  of  the  art- 
istic taste  of  our  youths  and  in  her  nature  studies  with  the 
pupils.  Pursued  an  important  influence  will  appear  in  the 
enrichment  of  the  lives  and  character  of  our  future  popu- 
lation. She  has  turned  over  to  the  school  district  nearly 
400  books,  a  lot  of  magazines,  pictures  and  material  for 
nature  study  for  the  student's  use. 

We  invite  attention  to  the  greatly  increased  average  at- 
tendance, to  the  thirty-five  weeks  of  schooling  and  to  the 
fact  that  our  teaching  force  embraces  those  holding  state 
certificates  on  which  the  town  ^draws  $2  per  week  on  those 
holding  these  certificates.  On  this  account  the  state  owes 
the  School  District  $50.     The  district  has  already  received 
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from  the  state  $804.49,  as  the  direct  outcome  of  the  town's 
extra  appropriation  last  year  for  its  schools  and  will  if  the 
town  continues  its  liberal  policy  receive  next  year  around 
$1,050  from  the  state.  In  development  of  the  policy 
presented  to  the  School  District  last  annual  meeting,  there 
has  been  formed  under  the  care  of  L.  A.  Carlisle,  repre- 
senting the  extension  work  of  the  State  College,  a  corn  and 
potato  club  of  the  pupils  and  a  week's  short  course  in  agri- 
culture financed  by  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture of  the  state.  The  emulation  engendered  by  the 
former,  it  is  expected  will  be  a  spur  to  the  ambition  of  the 
pupils  and  a  valuable  school  of  experience.  Archie  Green 
and  Miss  Florence  Edgerly,  the  former  for  potatoes,  and 
the  latter  for  corn,  took  second  prizes  in  the  exhibit  of  the 
Merrimack  county  boy's  clubs.  A  large  class  is  expected 
to  compete  for  the  coming  year.  The  week's  course  in 
agriculture  was  partly  in  the  interest  of  the  teachers  and 
of  the  youth  of  the  town  and  partly  for  adults  covering  the 
scientific  and  practical  sides  of  agriculture  and  home  keep- 
ing problems.  Probably  no  gathering  in  the  state  has 
brought  together  an  equal  array  of  talent  as  that  which  ap- 
peared at  the  week's  course. 

Prof.  G.  H.  Whitcher  of  the  State  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation in  company  with  a  member  of  the  School  Board 
visited  the  schools  of  the  town  and  addressed  the  as- 
sembled teachers  on  the  problems  of  rural  education.  He 
classed  out  school  houses  and  teachers  as  above  the  aver- 
age of  the  state  and  the  system  of  education  now  being 
developed  as  at  the  front  in  the  rural  schools  of  New 
Hampshire.  Hon.  H.  C.  Morrison  of  the  state  Department 
of  Education,  also  in  the  week's  short  course  gave  an  able 
and  valuable  address  to  our  teachers  and  citizens.  These 
and  other  movements  coupled  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Supervisor  has  proven  a  stimulus  to  our  cordially  willing 
teachers.  We  believe  that  the  vision  and  purpose  of  these 
teachers  has  been  enlarged  and  the  schools  made  much 
more  effective.     The  opportunity  for  the  competent  to  se- 
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cure  state  certificates  and  enlarged  compensation  has  had 
its  influence. 

In  accordance  with  a  policy  presented  at  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  officers  of  the  school  district  last  March,  the  School 
Board  and  the  Supervisor  have  eliminated  in  an  entering 
way  to  be  further  continued,  materials  in  our  school  studies 
of  minor  importance  and  are  substituting  matter  that  bears 
more  directly  upon  the  daily  lives  and  industrial  interests 
of  our  citizens  not  forgetting  the  homes.  General  educa- 
tion for  good  citizenship  is  by  no  means  to  be  neglected. 
As  newly  directed  as  good  or  better  traming  studies  and 
more  valuable  cultural  matter  is  introduced  that  is  at  the 
same  time  of  real  industrial  value  to  the  students. 

The  sewing,  cooking,  crop  plots,  window  gardening,  etc. 
have  been  criticised  as  waste  of  time  in  a  town  where 
these  are  common  practices.  These  exercises  are  care- 
fully supervised  for  excellent  work,  and  are  mental  training 
in  character,  and  lead,  by  competition,  to  excellence  in 
work  that  will  be  a  lasting  quality.  They  do  not  abate  an 
iota  from  the  intellectual  work  of  the  school,  for  our  pu- 
pils are  of  the  age  that  six  hours  of  tense  study  is  not  car- 
ried on  by  them.  This  manual  work,  so  far  as  it  is  con- 
ducted in  the  schools,  comes  as  a  relief,  while  it  affords  an 
interesting  diversion  that  brightens  up  the  school. 

Your  School  Board  looks  upon  this  light  work  as  of 
minor  value  of  itself,  but  values  it  chiefly  as  a  stimulus 
and  incentive  to  pursue  their  studies  systematically  for 
entrance  to  the  high  school  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
in  town,  where  in  a  systematic  way  contmuing  through 
the  four  years  of  agriculture  and  domestic  art  and  science, 
each,  as  an  art  and  a  philosophy  may  be  so  far  acquired  as 
to  be  exceedingly  valuable  in  the  industrial  life  of  this 
rural  town.  For  those  who  will,  beyond  is  the  State  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanics. 

Calculations  from  other  towns  in  the  state  will  show  that 
we  should  place  in  a  high  school  35  to  40  pupils.  We  trust 
that  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  town  will  inspire  their 
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children  to  take  a  high  school  course  and  prepare  for  it  for 
the  fall  of  1916. 

We  trust  that  the  town  will  not  gather  the  impression 
that  the  School  Board  contemplates  any  course  that  will 
not  while  endowing  its  youths  with  far  greater  industrial 
powers,  give  them  greater  strenght  of  character  and  en- 
larged culture. 

For  school  books  and  supplies,  $200  will  be  required  for 
the  coming  year  and  $200  for  high  school  tuition.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Gilinant07i : 

I  submit  herein  my  first  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools,  the  report  including  the  half  year  from  Sept.  1 
to  Feb.  1. 

In  accepting  your  invitation  to  take  charge  of  the  schools 
of  Gilmanton  I  have  understood  that  you  wished  me  to 
carry  out  the  mandate  of  the  school  meeting  that  the 
schools  be  re-organized  along  practical  lines,  and  especially 
that  the  schools  be  brought  into  mtimate  contact  with  the 
life  of  the  home,  the  farm,  and  the  community.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  a  sane  attempt  to  fulfill  this  undertaking  will  be 
by  a  method  of  evolution  and  gradual  change,  rather  than 
by  a  sudden  and  complete  overturning. 

School  Houses 

My  first  task  was  to  carefully  examine  the  school  build- 
ings, and  to  recommend  such  repairs  and  additions  as 
would  add  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  pupils.  Your 
Board  has  acted  upon  that  report,  and  the  repairs  are  al- 
ready under  way.  They  include  the  whitening  of  walls  and 
ceilings,  the  re-slating  of  blackboards,  the  building  of  cup- 
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boards  for  books,  supplies,  and  cooking  utensils,  putting 
all  windows  in  shape  so  that  they  can  be  used  for  ventila- 
tion, there-arrangement  of  seats  so  that  pupils  will  not  face 
a  strong  light,  and,  in  particular,  such  attention  to  the  out- 
houses as  shall  make  them  as  near  decent  as  such  houses 
can  be,  including  the  building  of  bins  in  each  outhouse  for 
holding  large  quantities  of  dry  earth.  In  the  case  of  one 
building,  the  Rogers,  these  changes  have  involved  the  pur- 
chase of  new  desks  and  seats,  the  ones  at  present  in  use 
being  hopelessly  unhygienic  and  uncomfortable.  In  an- 
other, the  Loon  Pond,  fundamental  repairs  upon  the  build 
ing,  as  well  as  the  minor  improvements  above  mentioned, 
have  been  necessary. 

Books  and  Supplies 

It  has  required  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  pur- 
chase and  distribute  supplies  to  the  schools.  I  have  found, 
in  the  various  school  buildings,  and  in  other  places  of  store- 
age,  great  quantities  of  surplus  books,  a  circumstance  of 
course  unavoidable  when  different  people  have  charge  of 
supplies  and  books  for  different  schools.  These  I  have 
collected  and  arranged  in  a  room  which  the  trustees  of  the 
Academy  have  kindly  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  school 
department.  Many  of  these  books  were  purchased  some 
time  ago,  and  are  not  equal  m  value  to  later  books.  I  have 
exchanged,  without  discount,  unused  readers  to  the  value 
of  forty  dollars  for  others  which  are  more  interesting  to 
pupils  and  valuable  as  tools  m  teaching.  I  hope  to  make 
further  exchanges  to  the  advantage  of  the  district. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  district  last  year,  for 
books  and  supplies,  $150.00,  amounts  to  less  than  one  dol- 
lar per  pupil.  This  is  not  enough  to  furnish  a  pupil  with 
books  and  supplies  for  a  year,  and  is,  in  fact,  much  less 
than  the  average  expenditure  for  the  state.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  a  larger  appropriation  be  made  for  next  year. 
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Studies  and  Teaching 

I  have  reckoned  it  my  chief  task  to  inspect  and  criticise 
the  teaching  in  the  schools.  This  has  been  an  altogether 
pleasant  task,  for  I  have  found  teachers,  without  exception, 
eager  for  suggestions,  and  anxious  to  co-operate  in  efforts 
to  secure  greater  efficiency.  We  have  paid  especial  atten- 
tion, during  the  half-year,  to  reading.  The  task  of  learn- 
ing to  read  is,  for  the  beginner,  a  difficult  and  complex 
one.  The  tendency  always  is  for  the  child  to  become  ab- 
sorbed in  the  effort  to  pronounce  words,  while  the  sense  is 
ignored.  Unless  the  tendency  is  corrected  by  skillfull 
teaching  a  halting,  stumbling  monotone  results,  and  be- 
comes a  fixed  habit.  We  are  endeavoring  to  make  reading, 
from  the  start,  a  process  of  thought  getting,  and  oral  read- 
ing a  method  of  thought  expression. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  adequate  training  in  reading,  and 
in  appreciation  of  and  love  for  books,  without  a  great  vari- 
ety of' reading  matter.  Here  we  have  been  without  re- 
sources in  the  schools,  and  should  have  been  handicapped 
but  for  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Alice  Spencer  Geddes  Lloyd, 
who  has,  without  cost  to  the  district,  secured  a  library  of 
the  best  children's  books  for  each  school.  Mrs.  Lloyd  has 
also  given  the  children  an  unusual  opportunity  to  become 
acquainted  with  beautiful  pictures,  by  distributing  to  the 
schools  and  the  homes,  copies  of  the  works  of  great  artists, 
and  by  explaining  them  to  the  children  in  the  schools.  To 
this  work,  and  to  other  helpful  and  friendly  undertakings 
in  behalf  of  the  children,  Mrs.  Lloyd  has  devoted  an  im- 
mense amount  of  time  and  energy,  entirely  without  com- 
pensation. 

In  language  the  chief  effort  has  been  to  train  pupils  to 
a  fluent  use  of  the  mother  tongue — that  is,  to  make  them 
good  talkers,  able  to  express  themselves  fluently  and  ac- 
curately. The  best  means  to  this  end  are  story  telling  in 
the  lower  grades,  and  topical  recitations  in  the  upper,  that 
is,  a  discussion    by  the  pupil   of  some   topic    in  the  lessoa 
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without  constant  questions  and  prompting  by  the  teacher. 
The  time  devoted  to  arithmetic  has  been  reduced,  and 
the  effort  made  to  concentrate  on  essentials,  eliminating 
long,  involved,  and  unusual  examples,  and  topics  which  are 
not  of  practical  use.  Encouragement  has  been  given  to 
much  mental  arithmetic,  and  to  thorough-going  drill  upon 
fundamental  operations. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  teaching  a  business  form 
of  handwriting,  and  many  of  the  pupils  are  becoming  in- 
terested. 

We  mean  to  lay  stress  upon  nature  study,  as  a  founda- 
tion for  an  interest  in  agriculture,  and  already,  in  some  of 
the  schools,  a  good  deal  of  outdoors  is  being  brought  into 
the  schoolroom.  The  spring  term,  with  the  awakening  of 
life  and  the  coming  of  birds  and  flowers,  will  be  the 
golden  opportunity  to  arouse  an  interest,  and  to  develop 
sharp  eyes  and  ears.  We  shall  hope  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  home  gardens  this  year  and  of  those  competing  in 
the  corn  clubs. 

Some  small  beginnings,  such  as  could  be  made  with  al- 
most no  equipment,  have  been  made  in  hand  work,  and 
some  really  creditable  work  has  been  done.  The  things 
constructed  have  been  things  needed  about  the  school  or 
those  which  pupils  needed  for  their  own  use. 

An  equipment  for  cooking,  consisting  of  oil  stove 
and  a  few  utensils,  has  been  furnished  in  six  schools,  in 
which  a  considerable  number  of  pupils  bring  lunch,  and  a 
warm  dish  has  been  prepared  for  the  noon  hour.  This 
has  made  of  the  noon  hour,  which  is  likely  to  be  a  demor- 
alizing period,  one  of  the  most  useful  hours  of  the  day, 
giving  opportunity  for  training  in  courtesy  and  refinement, 
as  well  as  in  domestic  science. 

The  state  program  of  studies  is  used  as  a  guide  in  the 
work  of  the  school  room.  Each  teacher  has  a  regular  pro- 
gram of  daily  work,  and  is  expected  to  make  careful  plans 
both  for  recitations  and  seatwork. 

Teachers'  meetings   are   a  matter   of    some   difficulty, 
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owing  to  the  long  distances  involved.  We  have  succeeded 
in  getting  together  for  two  meetings,  one  a  half-day's  ses- 
sion upon  Saturday,  in  which  methods  of  teaching  were 
discussed.  A  visiting  day,  in  which  all  were  to  study 
methods  in  the  Tilton  Union  School,  was  planned,  but 
postponed  because  of  failure,  at  the  last  moment,  to  se- 
cure transportation. 

The  next  considerable  task  which  I  hope  to  undertake  is 
that  of  grading  pupils  according  to  the  standards  estab- 
lished by  the  state  course  of  study.  It  will  help  to  good 
work,  and  incite  to  ambition,  to  have  the  children  progress 
by  definite  steps  in  the  various  studies. 

I  have  encountered  an  unusual  series  of  hindrances  dur- 
ing the  winter  term  in  my  efforts  to  visit  the  schools 
which  are  more  distant  from  my  home.  I  shall,  of  course, 
plan  to  give  these  schools  additional  time  during  the 
spring  term. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  speak,  in  conclusion,  of  the  great 
courtesy  shown  me  by  your  board,  and  by  the  citizens  of 
the  town,  and  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  charac- 
ter, goodwill  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  teachers  in 
the  undertaking  in  which  we  have  been  engaged.
